the little nationalist leader sank back 
with a low moan. 

Before he would take food he in- 
sisted-on prayer. The little group 
about his bedside sat on the ground. 
Rabindranath Tagore, famous Indian 
poet, led them as they prayed. 

There was mot strength enough in 
the mahatma for him to join in the 
ehanting. but his lips moved feebly. 
When the praying was ended Mrs, 
yandhi held the cup of muscambi to 
his lips. He took a few drops and 
sank back exhausted. * 

The purpose of the mahatma in 
fasting was to protest against an elec- 
toral system which he considered 
would perpetuate the guif between the 
caste Hindus and the depressed 
classes. He particularly objected to 
the provision for separate untoucha- 
ble electorates which were to exist for 
20 years. 

The compromise plan provides that 
148 seats in provinejal legislatures 
be held by the depressed classes and 
that a percentage of seats in the cen- 
tral legislature be reserved for them. 
It also provides a system of primary 
elections. These special features are to 
end after 10 years. 

In accepting this plan the British 
government pointed out that some de- 
tails still remained under considera- 
tion.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—(/)—Ef 
forts to get a directed verdict fe 
quittal for Senator James J. Davis in 
his fraternal lottery trial failed ‘today 
when Federal District Judge Frank 
J. Coleman ruled that the prosecution, 
which rested its case before noon had 
made telling points against the sena- 
tor. 

The defense moved for acquittal on 
the grounds the prosecution had “‘fail- 
ed to make out a case against Davis.” 

The judge held this position was 
“untenable.” 

“I think the evidence thus fur ad- 
duced,” he said, “would justify the 
jury in finding Senator Davis had 
knowledge that a lottery was being 
held and that in its conduct tickets 
would be sent across state lines.” 

The jury did not hear the pro- 
nouncement, having been excused 
while the motion was being argued. 
Judge Coleman denied the motion, 
but told the defense it might renew 
its motion at any time. 

Informed thus, it must disprove 
points in the state’s case,’ charging 
Davis with conspiracy and a part in 
the transportation of lottery tickets 
across state lines, the defense launch- 
ed a brisk attack with its first wit- 
ness, Fred W. Jones, shown by the 
prosecution to have power of attorney 
for Davis.

Baseball fans 
were shocked at the prices and instead of a new attend- 
ance record at Chattanooga, the club has been playing 
to what was just a good Sunday crowd during the season. 
Two dollar tickets at a minor league ball game is very, very 

shocking to the clients. And no matter how insanely happy 
they may be over the flag they will not flourish their two frog- 
skins and rally around the ticket windows in any record num- 
bers. At regular prices they would have laid them in the aisles. 
At $2 they are 20,000 short.

Final Figures Give Bos- 
ton Star Margin by 
Few Points. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—(#)—Irvin 
Howe, the veteran dealer in baseball 
statistics, checked and double checked 
his reeord books today but the cold 
figures named Dale Alexander, of 
Boston, as batting champion of the 
American league by 32 thousandths 
per cent over Jimmy Foxx, of Phila- 
delphia. 

The final statistics, largely official, 
gave the standings of the two close 
rivals as follows:

Alexander’s record checked with the 
official box scores through September 
20 while Foxx’s was official through 
September 16.

In his 22 years as official statisti- 
cian of the American league, Howe 
never has missed naming the batting 
champion, his semi-official records | 
checking accurately with the final, of- | 
ficial averages. That record for ac- 
curacy and Alexander's slight lead 
seemed insurance enough tonight that 
Alexander was the 1932 king of base 
hits in the American as well as the 
National league. Even if another 
base hit should be’ credited to the

MAX SCHMELING 
PURSE HELD UP 


NEW YORK, Sept, 26.—(4)—The 
Madison Square Garden Boxing Club 
was temporarily restrained by a su- 
preme court order today from paying 
Max Schmeling a $150,000 guarantee 
for his fight tonight with Mickey 
Walker. The court’s action was taken 
on the application of counsel for 
Primo Carnera who is suing Schmel- 
'in, for $100,000 for failing to keep 
a contract to box the Italian in Sep- 
tember, 1931. 

It was explained the court’s action 
would not interfere with the staging 
of the fight. 

Schmeling claims to have been re- 
leased from his contract to fight Car- 
nera by the boxing commission be- 
cause of an injured hand. 

Alfred E. Herz, attorney for Car- 
nera, told the court he had. been seek- 
ing for séme time to attach property 
of Schmeling without success. He said 
he learned this morning the Madison 
Square Garden Boxing Club depostt- 
ed $150,000 with the Commercial Na- 
tional Band & Trust Co. several days, 
aco as a guarantee to Schmeling that 
they would pay him 42 1-2 per cent 
of the receipts from his match with 
Walker. 

He said the funds were suddenly 
transferred to the Trust Company of 
New Jersey in Jersey City and asked 
for an injunction to restrain Madison 
Square Garden officials from certify- 
ing payment to Schmeling. Justice 
Bernard lL.

CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—(/)—A dec- 
laration that employers the nation 
over are “strangling their own indus- 
tries” by indiscriminate wage cutting 
and forced reductions was made to- 
night in an address by Miss Mar? 
Anderson, director of the women’s 
bureau of the United States depart- 
ment of labor. 

Miss Anderson cited figures which 
she said showed the cost of living has 
dropped only 18 per cent in the last 
two years. During that same period, 
she said, department of labor statis- 
tics showed pay rolls in a large num- 
ber of typical factories decreased 54 
per cent and employment dropped 33 
per cent. 

“Wages have been cut before divi- 
dends, large numbers of employes have 
been dropped, working hours length- 
ened, overtime without extra wages 
imposed, vacations with pay abolished. 
Industrialists are caught in a whirl- 
pool of competition that causes untold 
disaster. 

“Wage earners, through no fault 
of their own, are slipping farther and 
farther from the high water standards 
of better times and former progress.

ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 26.—Clarke 
county's youngest representative since 
the turn of the century will enter the 
Georgia legislature next year to re- 


duce the cost of state government, 
consolidate counties, improve the 
school system, and force the motor- 
carriers to pay a rental for the use 
of the highways. 

Eugene A. Epting, 25-year-old at- 
torney, running for public office for 
the first time, led the ticket here 
with 1,570 votes. He will be one of 
the youngest members of the lower 
house, and Clarke county's youngest 
representative since 1900. 

“Gene,” who by the way is not 
married, graduated from the Lumpkin 
Law school, University of Georgia, 
in 1930. Chief Justice Richard B. 
Russell was the youngest man ever to 
represent Clarke county, being elected 
when he was 21 years of age. Judge 
Henry C, Tuck, judge of city court 
here, represented the county back in 
1888, when he was only 24 years old, 
and then became the youngest mayor 
of Athens when he was 27.
